| THE LOST CHANNEL, 


Hew a Picturesque Spot in the 
Thousand Islands Was Named. 


Few of the visitors to the Thous- 
end Islands realize how many his 
torical associations this region pos- 
|sesses. It has always been the boun- 
| dary line between nations, and every 
| great war in the history of America 
| has seen some large or small tragedy 
enacted near ita waters. 

In the year 1760 two armed ves- 
sels, the Onondaga and the Mohawk, 
with 1,000 men on board, under the 
i\¢ommand of Gen. Jeffrey (Lord Am- 
herst), set out from Oswego, N.Y., 
intent on capturing Montreal. 

Just as the expedition. was enter- 
ing the St. Lawrence aslookout on 
the Onondaga saw a bateau filled 
with soldiers putting out from an 
island and heading down the river. | 
Judging at once that they were | 
French scouts, the two invading 
ships gave chase, hoping to capture | 
the batean. 

After going several 
bateau suddenly veered, at a point 
where three hills extend into the 
river, and ran down a narrow chan- | 
nel between a large island and sever- 
al smaller ones. It then passed out 
into’a large bay, beyond which could 
be seen another and a larger channel 
extending among the islands. . Know- 
ing that the channels between these | 
islands are usually very déep the 
Onondaga continued the —pursdit.

“The truth is that 
we could do nothing wiser in the change 
of circumstances. Milk is a ready ab- 
sorbent of odors and, inevitably, of 
germs harmful to the human species. 
To leave it In an open vessel in the 
mrodern refrigerator, and a near neigh- 
bor to meats, salads, fruits and cogked 
vegetables, is. to invite infection. . The 
milkman builded better than he knew 
in devising.the air-proof paper cover- 
ing for his wares. You should leave it 
in place until the bottles are drawn 
from the refrigerator to be emptied for 
use. You do better still to leave in 
place the corks that are sometimes set 
over the paper casing. It was said by 
them of olden time that the cream 
would not rise satisfactorily unless it 
had air. We must content ourselves 
with the “top of the bottle,” and not 
risk germs and incipient putrefaction 
by exposing the milk to such alr as we 
breathe.

4 LL sorts of inexpensive ways of

trimming sash curtaine are be- 
ing resorted to 
want something a lit out of 
the ordinary, yet who feel that the 
money they want to spend upon fixing 
up their roome can be spent more prof- 
itably upen other things than curtains. 

Printed stuffs should be passed by. 
unless they are for overhangings, or 
you ate willing to renew them soon. 
For even winter suns will fade them 
“at in a very littlé while, and a faded 
curtain looks thoroughly shabby. 

Cheesecloth is even uged for some oi 
the least expensive sash curtains, and 
are made rather wider than the usu 
curtain, so that there is more fllnes 
in the rods, and finished with narrow 
full fuffies, 

Scrim urtains, witli. . band of drawn- 
work just inside the hem, or a band of 
Hardanger (and both are easy to do on 
such a wiry, loose mesh stuff) are etun- 
ning, and cost. almost nothing but the 
work, + 

The dots in dotted Swiss may be em- 
broidered either all over or in 4 border, 
or in motifs here and there. If you em- 
broider them in color use embroidery 
cotton in one of the “old” shades of 
blue or green or red. Or, Swiss is pretty 
left untrimmed. 

Any of the curtain stuffs—there are 
dozens upon dozens of them—may bu 
made up with wide hems, decorated by 
Tings or waving lines of briar stitchiny 
done in the heavy colored cottons.
